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R.A.D.I.0 fights restrictive 


ordinances 


-by Frank Fallon, N2FF 
Ed. Note - For those not familiar with the term, 
R.A.D.I.O. it is the acronym for Radio Amateurs Defense and 
Information Organization. 


The battle is over and we won! 


Thank you for your generosity to R.A.D.I.O. in funding its suc- 
cessful battle with the Town of Hempstead. In the real spirit of ama- 
teur radio, your financial assistance shows that hams help hams. That’s 
what R.A.D.LO. is all about. Your support also shows that when we 
work together in a united effort, we can beat town hall. A big thanks. 


On April 12, 1995 the town granted NK2T’s variance for a 56 
foot tower. Expert testimony from Norm Wesler, K2 YEW, and Howard 
Liebman, W2QUV, was very effective. The 150 of you who attended 
the hearing were all very impressed with their testimony. It was their 
finest hour. Hempstead also granted a variance to Stephen Hass, 
WB2ZHB, whose case was heard the same day as Mark’s, and have 
indicated that they are going to permit N2HYD, Elliot Spiro’s tower. 
That’s great news. We wish only that it did not take over $27,000 to 
bring about this decision. R.A.D.I.O. has paid out almost $16, 000 
from money you contributed. 

Hempstead has seen the light, finally, and has begun to write a 
new ordinance to specifically cover amateur radio antennas and sup- 
port structures. The ARRL legal council in Washington, DC and ARRL 
Headquarters in Newington have been consulted by the town as has 
been FCC’s Haller. Two meetings have already been held which were 
attended by R.A.D.L.O.’s lawyer, Peter Mineo, who is not billing us 
for these meetings. A model ordinance used in Richmond, Virginia 
which allows a 72 foot crank-up tower was submitted as acceptable to 
us. The process will probably take over a year and will involve at 
least two public hearings before it becomes law. We will be monitor- 
ing what is going on and keeping you posted. At some point you may 
be asked to write letters and make phone calls to go on the record to 
support this ordinance. R.A.D.LO. will keep the pressure on to make 
sure it happens and we get an effective height ordinance that we can 
all live with. 

R.A:D.L.O., Inc. will continue to fight for PRB-1 rights for ama- 
teurs. The NK2T case in Hemstead proves that the R.A.D.I.O. con- 
cept works. It also shows that we must stand behind individuals who 
find themselves fighting alone against restrictive ordinances. You will 
continue to hear about R.A.D.L.O. in years to come. What happened 
in Hemstead is only the beginning. 

If you are an amateur in Hempstead, this win is great. It means 
you will be able to put up a tower and beam higher than 30 feet with- 
out having to spend $5,000 on a variance. Your contributions to 
R.A.D.LO. have paid big dividends. You really got your money’s worth. 
Even amateurs outside our area and across the country will benefit 
from our efforts in Hempstead. The precedent-setting letter we were 
able to get from the FCC’s Ralph Haller has already begun to circu- 
late to hams with ordinance problems across the country. A ham in 
Pittsburgh telephone me the other night and told me that a friend from 
New Jersey had sent him a copy of this important letter. The ARRL 
will, I’m sure, make it part of the PRB-1 kit they send to members 
with ordinance problems. R.A.D.I.O. has done a big service for any 
ham in the U.S. who will face a zoning problem in the future. 

Our remaining legal bills are $4,292. For the last four months, 
we have managed to pay the lawyer $600 a month from your contribu- 
tions and Mark has paid $400 so that we can pay the bill down at the 
tate of $1,000 a month. Mark has now spent over $6,000 on the battle 
from which many of you are about to reap real benefits. by not having 
to fight the town yourself. 


I feel very strongly that no ham should have to go this financial 
battle alone and that’s why I formed R.A.D.I.O. with K2YEW. The 
right thing to do is dig into our pockets and pay the rest of the legal 


bill for what we have all gained in Hempstead. And it’s a big gain. 
The ordinance that we get in Hempstead will serve as a model for 
other towns and villages on Long Island. 


Please continue to support our fund raising efforts through tee 
shirt sales and “Defense Fund” drawing tickets - 250 tickets at $20 
each with one lucky contributor out of every 250 getting a choice of 
either a Kenwood TS-50 HF transceiver or a TM-942A UHF tribander. 
When we reach the 250 ticket limit we will hold another public draw- 
ing at the LIMARC picnic in July. You need not be present.

SAN FRANCISCO — The Elec- 
tronic Privacy Information Center an- 
nounced that it would launch a national 
campaign to oppose funding for a wire- 
tap plan adopted by Congress last year. 
The Washington-based public interest or- 
ganization said that the government has 
failed to justify the $500,000,000 price 
tag. 

The wiretap plan, also known as the 
Communications Assistance for Law

Enforcement Act of 1994, will require 
telephone firms to make it easy to wire- 
tap the nation’s communication system. 
The proposal faced strong opposition 
from industry and civil liberties organi- 
zations last year. But the bill went for- 
ward after the government offered to pay 
companies $500,000,000 to make the pro- 
posed changes. 

FBI Director Lou Freeh argued that 
the legislation was necessary to preserve 


crime-fighting abilities of law enforce- ~ 


ment. But critics charge that the plan will 
be costly, unwieldy, and leave the nation’s 
telephone system more vulnerable to 
criminal misuse. 

Last year EPIC brought suit against 
the FBI to obtain records relating to the 


program. “This whole effort has taken 
place behind a shroud of secrecy. The in- 
formation that has been disclosed indi- 
cates that this plan is deeply flawed” said 
Marc Rotenberg, director of EPIC. “Not 
a dollar should be spent on this program. 

The wiretap plan has also been 
linked to the controversial Clipper Chip 
proposal, announced by the National Se- 
curity Agency in 1993. Clipper also faced 
strong opposition from industry and civil 
liberties groups. The White House re- 
portedly backed off Clipper after a peti- 
tion signed by 47,000 Internet users was 
delivered to the President last year. 

EPIC announced that it will pro- 
vide an Internet address

to anyone on the Internet who need 
information about the campaign. “We 
want net users to express their concerns 
to Congress. And we expect that Con- 
gress will take a very careful look at this 
program before spending $500,000,000,” 
said Mr. Rotenberg. 

EPIC has also established a “Pri- 
vacy Hotline” through Western Union. 
The 800 number service will allow call- 
ers to send Western Union Mailgrams(r) 
to members of Congress expressing op- 
position to the wiretap plan. The cost for 
callers to send the letters is $10. Callers 
will be billed either to a home telephone 
number or to a credit card. 

EPIC announced the campaign at 
the fifth annual Computers, Freedom & 
Privacy conference held in San Francisco. 
The conference brings together policy 
makers, business leaders, civil liberties 
advocates, and on-line users to explore 
rights and responsibilities in the infor- 
mation age.

‘Universal Computing - The 


Dream Machine. 

Last time I needed a lawn 
mower, I traveled to my local hardware 
store and I looked at all the different 
models available. I had a choice of brands 
and capability. One brand advertised their 
attention to service after the sale. another 
brand was concerned with longevity. Of 
course there was the price leader, the 
“cheap” one. The one issue I really didn’t 
have to consider when I purchased my 
lawn mower was whether they would in- 
vent new grass in the next five years 
which I would not be able to cut. I knew 
that this mower would do its job until it 
was worn out and then I would go out 
and buy another one. This concept of 

purchasing an item and using it until it 
_wears out is typical of most of my pur- 
‘chases. The exception is electronics and 
particularly computers. Amateur gear 
gets better every year but many HAMs 
make contacts with systems that are 
twenty, thirty, forty, or even older trans- 
ceivers. Sure, many want the latest gear 
- and if they can afford it, they are rewarded 
with easier operation and better perfor- 
mance. Computer hardware and software 
is unique in that there are systems pur- 
chased less than ten years ago which are, 
for all practical purposes, worthless. 
The dream computer as I see 
it is a hardware platform which will run 
all software available today and in the 
future. This system will run multiple 
operating systems and if it runs the oper- 
ating system, then I want it to run the 
applications as well. The dream machine 
is code independent. this machine will 
operate on 80x86 code or Z80 code or 
680x0 code with any special configura- 
tion. This system will support infinite 
memory, both volatile (RAM) or non- 
volatile (Hard Disk). Video capability is 
universal. The screen display is clean and 
Clear. The graphics is fast. Communica- 
tion should seamless. data rates will sup- 
port real-time video. Networking is fast 
and seamless. 

- With this list, you can see why 
this system is a dream. Systems of today 
are better at all of these things than last 
year, and next years will be better yet. The 
industry makes money on upgrades and 
trades. Computer are by no stretch of the 
imagination a durable good. 

There is one concept that was 
developed for the Pentium class of com- 
puters called an R-OP. This concept is 


an admission by the largest CISC proces- 
sor maker of our time (see last months 
article) that RISC computers can perform 
more computations per second with less 
silicon (translated: less cost). The prob- 
lem of switching to a RISC computer is 
complicated by the fact that the great bulk 
of sales are for systems running CISC 
code, namely for PC compatibles. Ifa 
Pentium class computer with a RISC ar- 
chitecture is to be successful, then it must 
execute CISC 80x86 code or convince all 
the developers to release new software and 
convince buyers that they must pay for 
these new programs, This is virtually 
impossible because most software devel- 
opers will not spend any money convert- 
ing software unless they are sure that 
someone will buy it. The catch 22 forces 
hardware chip makers to maintain com- 
patibility with older software. The R-OP 
is a translation from CISC code to RISC 
operations. Each CISC instruction is ac- 
tually converted into a series of RISC in- 
structions which perform the same opera- 
tion. This operation is similar to the run- 


ning of BASIC. BASIC instructions are 


converted on the fly into native code by 
an interpreter. The R-OP interpreter is 
designed into the Pentium using hardware 
code called micro-code. The RISC core 
of the Pentium is so much faster than the 
486, that it can convert 486 code into 
Pentium RISC and still run it twice as 
fast as the 486 at the same clock speed. 
Future versions of Intel chips, dubbed the 
P6 will double the performance again by 
adding two additional execution units. 


The R-OP in 
of itself seems like a 
logical solution to 
maintain compat- 
ibility with older 
software and provide 
that next generation 
of performance that 
chip makers need to 
sell product. But the 
R-OP in another 
contextis much 
more. If a RISC 
computer can inter- 
pret 80x86 instruc- 
tions, then why not 
680x0 or any other 
machine for that 
matter? The answer 
is yes. If there was a 
market, a chip ven- 
dor could develop a

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processor which could interpret either in- 
struction set on the fly at performance that 
is better than the actual CISC chips that 
were designed for these instructions. The 
R-OP concept separates the hardware 


_ configuration from the instruction set. A 


chip maker could sell a universal RISC 
core and then provide interpreters which 
could be loaded into the hardware to 
implement various instruction sets. Ifthe 
device could execute the more than one 
interpreter, then you could run two dif- 
ferent software packages on the same 
computer. 

If I look into my crystal ball 
of the future, I believe this technology will 
come to pass. The company who will 
bring it us is a young and hungry one. 
They have a new RISC architecture which 
is faster and cheaper to produce but can’t 
afford the start-up curve of convincing the 
software developers to use their device or 
convince the engineers to design a sys- 
tem with it. Instead, they provide inter- 
preters to run your favorite stuff only 
faster and for less money. The big guys 
will follow suit, because consumers per- 
ceive value in portability. 

The engineering trade jour- 
nals have reported on combination chips 
that are currently under development. 
The most notable is a version of the Power 
PC that will execute DOS code and run 
DOS based operating systems. These 
devices are certainly fast enough. If 
Motorola and IBM solve the compatibil- 
ity, then these chips are the ones to watch.

like avid DXers. 

ey IOTA is an 
acycronym for Islands On 
The Air. The IOTA award 
was created 30 years ago by 
an English SWLer (Short 
' Wave Listener) Geof: 

Watts. The IOTA program 
has been managed since 1985 by RSGB 
(Radio Society of Great Britain) and is 


devoted to DXers chasing islands all over. 


the world. 

Since there are many islands, the 
islands are usually broken down into 
groups although some islands count sepa- 
rately. Each group has a unique Refer- 
ence Number (ie EU-005 = Great Brit- 
ain). The goal of the IOTA award is to 
contact as many GROUPS as possible. 
One doesn’t have to contact every island 


- ina group but as long as one has a con- 


firmation in a GROUP, credit for the 
group is achieved. 

The basic IOTA award requires 
confirmation of 100 different IOTA 
GROUPS and there are other types of 
- awards based on difficulty. 

Like DXing, one can be a hunter 


or lead an expedition to an island and be 


the “huntee”. According to Piero Pirrone, 
IK1TZO, Editor of “Island News Bulle- 
tin”, there are island maniacs worldwide 
that are always looking for an island so if 
you commandeer an island to set up a sta- 
tion, you'll never be wanting for some- 
one to talk to. 

In order to participate in the IOTA

numbers. You will also be assigned a per- 
sonal directory number that allows you 
to obtain IOTA awards and endorsements.

(tm) operating system (linux, freeware 
clone) on the dusty old 386DX-16. To one 
serial port went a cable leading to an MFJ 
1278. The TNC is left in the transparent 
mode. 

The system came up right away but 
initially there were teething pains. The 
O/S insisted on sending line feeds and — 
carriage returns (by custom, packet com- 
bines both in a carriage return) but those 
are gone. 

Having worked out the kinks, all 


that’s left is for you to try it out. If you 


can reach my TNC (N2WX) on 144.91, 
and you can - direct if you’re near 
Sebastian or by node if you can hit the 
club station or KC4IBT’s ROSE node, you 
can have a free e-mail account on my sys- 


tem and begin to enjoy Internet e-mail. 


After connecting to N2WX, type 
‘guest’ at the login prompt. Follow the 
instructions to request an account. If I’m 
here, I'll set it up right away. It takes 
minutes. If I’m not here, it might take a 
few hours. 

You'll be provided a unique 
Internet mail address like 
‘n2bf@pickle.n2wx.ampr.org’ (sorry, that 
one’s taken, you’ll get a different one). 
Your address will work worldwide. 

My system is unlike any other 
packet BBS you’ve used. That’s because 
it’s not a BBS; it is a unix system. When 
you connect, you’ll reach a unix prompt. 
Unix is not DOS, but DOS was modeled 
on unix so it won’t be completely unfa- 
miliar. Once you’re used to unix, you'll 
regret Microsoft’s entry into operating 
systems and wish everything had gone the 
unix route. It is extremely powerful. 

My system is not an “internet gate- 
way.” A dozen or so Internet gateways in 
the US provide an automated path packet 
BBS mail to enter and leave the Internet. 
The N2WX pickle system doesn’t gate- 
way. 

You have to log on to N2WX live, 
if you want to use it. OK - so what’s on 
the Internet? I won’t attempt to describe 
the scope: I cannot. Obviously, amateur 
radio resources, A/R mailing lists, the 
ARRL file request site and much more. 

Part of my concern regarding writ- 
ing this article was that you could find a 
plethora of Internet and unix information 
at the county libraries; much more than 
you could get from this article. Our li-

Listening to International Shortwave Broadcasters - Hi-Tech Style - by ger// 


A large percentage of amateur ra- 
dio operators found their way into the 
hobby having been weaned on shortwave 
listening (SWLing). Many of us submit- 
ted reception reports in return for QSLs 
and assortments of program guides, flags, 
trinkets, and even - propaganda 
phamplets. How many hours do you re- 
member enduring static and fade to lis- 
ten to New Year’s Day arriving in as many 
time zones as possible? Many of my fond- 
est memories are rooted in SWLing. 

I’m always reminded of a touching 
personal story, related to SWLing, that 
will forever remain with me. 

My daughter Valerie became fasci- 
nated with the hobbywwhen she was about 
13 years old. When she was 16, she en- 
tered an essay contest being promoted by 
Radio Sophia Bulgaria. As some of you 
know, Valerie was severely injured in an 
automobile accident and was hospitalized 
for nearly two years. While she was in 
the hospital, she received notice from 
Radio Sophia that she was one of the fi- 
nalists in the contest. Of course she was 
unable to respond and she received an- 
other appeal to respond to their letter. I 
sent the station a brief description of her 
plight and suggested that she may be un- 
able to respond for a long time. 


Soon, I received a letter from Ra- 


dio Sophia requesting that I please send 
them my daughter’s hospital address 
which I did. I thought perhaps they were 
going to send her a get well card. About 
a month or so later, I was in Valerie’s 
room and a nurse came in with a rather 
large package that was wrapped in non- 
typical paper and covered with many un- 
usual stamps. Upon opening, I found it 
was an assortment of gifts for my daugh- 
ter from Radio Sophia. It included two 
LP records; one of Bulgarian Folk Music 
and another of a Bulgarian Jazz ensemble. 
There was a small bottle of perfume, sev- 
eral colorful books about the country and 
the radio station, a get well card signed 
by the staff, small statues (about 1" high) 
of people in native dress and a small Bul- 
garian Flag. Needless to say, I was deeply 
touched by this display of compassion 
from a country rooted in Communism. I 
must point out that there was little if any 
information that had political implica- 
tions and dealt primarly with social and 
cultural matters. I sent them a letter ex- 
pressing my heartfelt thanks and again 
received a letter back from Radio Sophia 
giving me times and frequencies to listen 
for a segment of one of their broadcasts

— 
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dedicated to Valerie’s recovery. Again, I 
thought it to be a remarkably kind ges- 
ture on the part of Radio Sophia. 

With the astounding advancements 
in technology, it is now possible to listen 
to a wide assortment of foreign radio sta- 
tions, static free and sometimes even in 
stereo. Many international broadcasters 
now uplink their signals through satel- 
lites and the signals are available to ev- 
eryone using a satellite receiving system 
and additionally to many cable compa- 
nies who make these audio subcarriers 
available to their customers. Their are 
even special receivers available to tune 
the SCPC (Single Channel Per Carrier) 
frequencies to pick up hundreds of radio 
broadcasts. 

Many of the broadcasters are 
parked on various geostationary satellites 
but one can get a 24-hour/day interna- 
tional sampler from the World Radio 


Network (WRN) who broadcast on Gal- 


axy 5, Transponder 6 (Superstation TBS), 
vertical polarization, audio subcarrier 
6.80 MHz. A check with your cable ser- 
vice will tell you if it is available on your 
cable system. 

I must admit that I’ve become ad- 
dicted to WRN since one gets a flavor of 
music, news and commentary from many 
different countries. I also find that I feel 
a sense of guilt in not having to do a 
“search, find, and tune” drill in order to 
enjoy international broadcasting. 

For those interested and able to lis- 
ten to the World Radio Network, which 
includes the popular and well known Glen 
Hauser World of Radio Show, I have pre- 
pared a program/time listing for the net- 
work. The times are Eastern Time. In the 
future, I will be featuring stories about 
some of the international broadcast sta- 
tions and a directory of the stations avail- 
able by satellite and cable.

Study falls to find EMF- , 
cancer link 


The Council of the American 
Physical Society (APS) has issued the re- 
sults of a study entitled “Power Line 
Fields and Public Health,” concerning the 
potential dangers of cancer from electro- 
magnetic fields that emanate from com- 
mon power lines and electrical appli- 
ances. 

The APS concluded that “the sci- 
entific literature and the reports of reviews 
by other panels show no consistent, sig- 
nificant link between cancer and power 
line fields” and “ the preponderance of 
... research findings have failed to sub- 
Stantiate those studies which have re- 
ported specific adverse health effects from 
exposure to such fields. 

“While it is impossible to prove that 
no deleterious health effects occur from 
exposure to any environmental factor, it 
is necessary to demonstrate a consistent, 
significant, and causal relationship before 
one can conclude that such effects do 
occur. From this standpoint, the conjec- 
tures relating cancer to power line fields 


have not been scientifically substanti- 


ated.” 

The APS said that billions of dol- 
lars are being spent by states and munici- 
palities to mitigate and litigate this per- 
ceived problem and “the burden of cost 
placed on the American public is incom- 
mensurate with the risk, if any.”

alism. Army MARS Oporders were very

(Essential Elements of Information) 
which carry Early Emergency Informa- 
tion were sent out promptly by Army 
MARS members in order to alert DOMS 
at the Pentagon to the real situation at _ 
hand.
